Thirty-one-persons weré, hurt,. two 
perhaps mortally, when a freight lo- 
cometive crashed into the side of a 
one-man trolley car at Willow Ave- 
nue*and Seventeenth Street, Weée- 
hawken;. yesterday afternoon at 5:15 
o’cleck. The accident oceurred de- 
spite the double safeguard of cross- 
ing gates and a derailing switch, 
each separately ‘manned. 

Forty. persons ...were..in, the. street. 
car, which was northbound on. Wil- 
low Avenue from the Hoboken ter- 
minal. It was held up at Seven- 
teenth Street by the railroad gates, 
which» were lowered*for the pagsage 
of a West Shore freight -train. 

«> Crosses. Path. of Train._ 

As soon as this train. had passed 
the gates were raised. A switchman 
set the tracks to permit the trolley 
car to proceed. Operator Joseph 
Roth, who was running -the -car 
started to cross the tracks: -A sec- 
ond too late he saw another freight 
train bearing down on “him from the 
east. 

Henry G.* Smith; the engineer ‘of 
the freight traifi, threw on _his 
brakes, but did not have time to stop 
The big freight locomotive crashed 
into the side of the street car, lifted 
it up,..carried it. fifteen. feet and 
threw it on its side amass of ‘splin. 
tered. and twisted wreckage, full of 
injured men, women and children, 

Soffie of the injured were screaming 
with pain and ‘terror.: Six‘or seven 
were unconscious. The body of the 
car was torn in two. parts and pas- 
sengers were flung through the open- 
ing almost under>»the wheels’ of. the’ 
freight cars.. Others. were gripped 
in the wreckage. The rvof,,floor.and 
sides of the cars had been bent, 
sprung and twisted in every direc 
tion. Passengers with broken arms, 
legs and ribs, shrieking in agony, 
were piled together and caught “in 
jagged iron and wood so they could 
not move. 

As soon as Engineer Smith had 
stopped his engine he and Fireman 
Patrick Gleason ran to the aid of 
passengers, and. railroad yardmen 
joined them. There is always heavy 
automobile traffic on Willow Street, 
and drivers and passengers were 
soon at work tearing the smashed 
woodwork aside and ——s, out the 
victims. 


Only Two Critically Hurt. 


Ambulance surgeons arrived from 
North Hudson and St. Mary’s: Hospi- 
tals. On viewing the wreckage 
they were surprised to find that no 
body was killed outright. One un. 
conscious man, William Penfield of 
22 Webster Place, Orange, was found 
suffering from a fractured. skul! 
and crushed chest and is considered 
beyond all hope. 

Miss Frances Batson of Lyndhurst 
suffering from fractured ribs and in- 
ternal injurtes, is’also beliéved to be 
in critical condition.’ Several others 
are dangerously injured. Three 
severed fingers on one a gold ring, 
were picked up in the wreckage after 
the injured had been removed to the 
hospitals.

DISCLOSED IN SPAIN 


Royal Decree Calls for a New 


Body, With Members Chosen 
by Primo de Rivera. 


LIMIT DEBATES TO 3 HOURS 


Aged Conservative Leader Becomes 
a Voluntary Exile as Protest 
Against King’s Act.

MADRID, Sept. 13.—The terms of 
the Royal decree convoking the Na- 
tional Assembly were disclosed to- 
night at a banquet attended by’ all 
members of the Government of Gen- 
erals and the staff of the Directorio 
in celebration of the fourth anniver- 
sary of the dictatorship of Primo 
de Rivera. 

Despite the opposition of former 
political leaders, press comment gen- 
erally approves the decree, which 
will be ree officially in the 
Gaceta morrow. Leading edi- 
terials exhort the country to be tran- 

uil, although a few papers demand 
that, soon as possible after the con- 
vocation of the Assembly, Parliament 
(suspended when Primo de Rivera 
took over its powers) should recon- 
vene. They protest PS npeny the pro- 
longed Government out elections 
and without cities being permitted 

The new Assembly decree declares 
that it will be inaugurated Oct. 10 
for a period of three years, this limit 
being tentatively fixed with an op- 
tional extension for the existence of 
the present régime. 

Its principal function will be to 
study present economic conditions 
with a view to framing a new consti- 
tution in keeping with the progress 
and future development of Spain. 
Politicians who have been excluded 
from influence and enemies of the 
controlling régime pronounce this an- 
nounced purpose to be a mere pre- 
text for abolishing the old constitu- 
tion under: which the entire rule of 
Primo de Rivera is unconstitutional, 
and for regularizing under the mon- 
archy. the constitutional status of the 
dictatorial régime. 

The new Assembly also will be 
charged with formulating numerous 
legislative proposals which will be 
submitted for approval to the dicta- 
tor and the King, it is stated. The 
King will have sole authority to pro- 
long or shorten the life of the As- 
sembly, which, by this decree, ex- 
tends until July, 1930: The Assembly 
will adjourn during the months of 
August and September and on na- 
tional holidays. 


Members All Personally Picked. 


Its-membership is strictly limited to 
those selected personally by Primo 
de Rivera. It will be composed of a 
minimum of 300 and a maximum of 


350 representatives, including both 
men and women, representing mut- 
nicipal bodies and the Patriotic 
Union in all provinces and various 
representatives of the fields of com- 
merce, agriculture, industry, litera- 
ture, arts and science in all Spain. 
Among these only ‘those who are 
chosen from popularly elected mu- 
nicipal officials will make any pre- 
a of being the choice of the peéo- 
ple. 

The Assembly’s work will be main- 
yy conducted in committee mesting. 
the full Assembly gathering only for 
the last week in each month in six- 
hour sessions, when proceedings will 
be restricted to an extremely innocu- 
ous form of debate. 

Members will have absolute liberty 
of expression of their ideas and 
opinions, the decree elaborately ex- 
plains, but no problem may be dis- 
cussed for more than three hours. 

Salaries are fixed at 30 pesetas per 
session: for Madrid members and 60 
pesetas for provincial members for 
general meetings of the Assembly and 
30 pesetas for committee meetings. 
To expel any member from his seat 
in the Assembly a three-fourths ma- 
jority is necessary. 

The names of those chosen to sit in 
this unique parliamentary body will 
be published in the official Gaceta 
on Oct. 6. 

In addition to other safety appli- 
ances devised to prevent this Assem- 
bly from ag’suming undue authority, 
it is announced that press informa- 
tion regarding its sessions will be 
censored by representatives of the 
Directorate, who will be established 
in the Assembly building. 


Conservative Breaks With King.

PARIS, Sept. 13.—Calling upon all 


friends of the Spanish Constitution 
‘j}to support him in his fight for its 


reinstatement, Sanchez Guerra, the 
aged but fiery leader of the old Con- 
servative Party, today quit Spanish 
soil. He withdrew from San Sebas- 
tian to voluntary exile in Bayonne, 
France, according to word received 
in Paris. 


The Conservative leader before 
leaving. Spain, announced his final 
bréak with the monarchy as a result 
of the pet decree proclaiming an 
‘‘unconstitutional’’ . assembly. He 
transmitted into the hands of his po- 
litical lieutenants a lengthy docu- 
ment explaining the purpose of his 
exile of protest. 

In the first rtion of the docu- 
ment Sanchez Guerra repeats, in his 
eapacity as successor to Canovas del 
Castillo, who restored the Spanish 
monarchy in 1873, the warning he 
addressed to Alfonso a year ago 
against the dangers of endeavoring 
to return to an absolute monarchy. 

“The convictions which sustained 
the monarchy upon its formation,’’ 
he declares, ‘‘were conditional upon 
the respect of the sovereign for the 
nation,”’ 

The document goes on to pronounce 
the royal decree promulgated today 
illegal and to invite all friends of 
the Constitution, regardless of their 
ar we or group affiliations, to rally 

force the observance of the exist- 
ing ‘‘legitimate Constitution.’ 

“If the words ‘Constitution’ and 
‘Parliament’ are to be definitely ex- 
cluded from Spain, I shall exert 
every effort in my power .to obtain 
their repatriation, and I will not 
hesitate to seek help wherever it can 
be P saspemndl the Conservative leader 
said.

AUTOMOBILE CRASH 
FATAL TO WOMAN 


Secretary of Mechanicsville’s

~Miss Althea Connelly, secretary to 
Mayor George O. Slingerland of Me- 
chanicsville, who was injured last 
Sunday while riding in his automo- 
bile at the head of the Appalachian 
Motoreade, died of her injuries to- 
day at the Saratoga Hospital at Sara- 
toga Falls. 

Due to Miss Connelly’s death a 
meeting of the Rotary Clubs of the 
local district, headed by the Mayor, 
which was to have been held Satur- 
day, has been called off. Miss Con- 
nelly, whe was 24 years old, had been 
Mayor Slingerland's secretary for al- 
most a year. 

Mayor Slingerland also was injured 
in the crash.

of the death of Miss Connelly.

WILHELMSHAVEN, Sept. 13.— 
When President Hindenburg boards 
the flagship Schleswig Holstein to- 
morrow at Swinemunde to attend the 
manoeuvres of the German Navy 
near the island of Ruegen Hell he 
will do so over a specially con- 
structed .wooden stairs built for him 
en account of his advanced age. 
The stairs extend from the dock to 
the rear gun tower of the ship, where 
his quarters are situated. 
The naval parade to be attended by 
the President will be the first one he 
has seen since his inauguration. 
When he visited Wilhelmshaven and 
Kiel last Spring he only visited the 
battleship Schlesien and the cruiser 
Hamburg, which had just returned 
from a trip around the world.

Mrs. Walker, who accompanied her 
husband, was a conservative figure, 
dressed almost entirely in black, but 
she was  overflowin with good 
humor. When the Mayor and his 
wife reached the Hotel Crillon they 
found the salon suite filled with 
flowers and the street below with 
people. 

The Mayor spoke briefly with THE 
New York TrmeEs correspondent. 

“If this keeps up much longer I 
shall have to finish my vacation in 
a hospital,'"’ he laughed. ‘“‘Getting 
back to work will be a regular rest 
cure; and, believe me, when I get 
my feet under my desk at the City 
Hall, I will give the New Yorkers 
more service than they ever had 
before.

After a 
short period of repose in his hotel 
suite the Mayor, dressed in evening 
clothes and without any attempt to

Social Welfare Committee Told 
Laughter of Children’ in 
Cinemas Is Hysterical. 


GENEVA, Sept::43_ @).—The Unit- 
ed States, France, Germany, Japan, 
Holland and ‘the other drug manu- 
facturing or. producing countries 
should lead the way in curtailing the 
output of narcotics, in the opinion 
of Colonel Daniel W. McCormack of 
Boston, technical adviser of the Per- 
sian Government, which, he an- 
nounced to the League of Nations 
Social Welfare Committee today, has 
accepted the League’s plan for the 
substitution of other crops for 
opium, 

In an address, which was roundly 
applauded, Colonel MacCormack said 
that Persia offered to curtail opium 
production and export 10 per cent. 
annually for three years. This, he 
commented, represented a real eco- 
nomic sacrifice, but the only persons 
to suffer would be the epium smok- 
ers of the Oriént. To reach drug 
addicts of the Western World other 


and more stringent measures were 
necessary. 


Stresses Persia’s Saerifice. 


Poppy juice, Colonel MacCormack 
continued, represented ‘20 per cent. 
of Persia’s entire export trade and 


10 per cent. of the Government’s rev- 
enue.. It required great political 
courage on the of the Persian 
Government to introduce a bill cut- 
ting down such a lucrative trade. 
It was as if the United States should 
be asked similarly to curtail her cot- 
ton exports, Great Britain her coal, 
Germany her textile products, and 
even more. 

He observed that the Indian Gov- 
ernment’s decision to curtail opium 
exports.10 per cent. annually had 
aided Persia in reaching her de- 
cision, but at the same time it tended 
to increase the demand for Persian 
opium. 

Practically all the opium used in 
the manufacture of narcotic drugs, 
said the speaker, comes fron Tur- 
key, Greece and the Balkan coun- 
tries, because chemists prefer it ow- 
ing to the high morphine content 
and its cheapness. It was true, he 
admitted, that Persia, China and In- 
dia produced three-fifths of the 
world’s opium, 
the others produced material more 
directly destined for drug deriva- 
tives. 

He said 60 per cent. of all the 
opium grown is consumed in the Ori- 
ent, while 40 per cent. goes into 
manufacturing drugs for Occidental 
consumption. He warned that Per- 
sia’s voluntary sacrifice, however

M. Janson of Belgium, another 
member of the committee, partly 
concurred with the Senator, saying 
that, while he abhorred the idea of 
censorship in any form, children and 
youths should be kept away from 
films obviously not intended for 
them to see.

Negotiations May Begin Sept. 26. 


PARIS, Sept. 13 @).—The reply of 
the French Government to the Amer- 
ican protest on the tariff announces 
the readiness of this Government to 
begin immediate negotiations with 
the United States for a commercial 
agreement, and will probably suggest 
Sept. 26 for the beginning of the dis- 
cussions. 

The Foreign Office sent word to 
the American Embassy that France’s 
reply would be presented tomorrow. 
In advising the embassy of this de- 
cision, the Foreign Office said it 
was well realized that the urgency of 
the question necessitated immediate 
treatment. 

The American draft of the com- 
mercial treaty transmitted to the 
Foreign Office yesterday is not re- 
garded either by the Foreign Office 
or the Ministry of Commerce as in 
any respect meeting the situation. It 
consists of thirty articles covering 
shipping, consular jurisdictions and 
a variety of other provisions which 
French economic experts believe 
quite secondary. 

Only one article of the treaty deals 
with tariffs; and that is described as 
inadequate. This article concerning 
tariffs is referred to as forming an 
insufficient basis for serious customs 
tariff and trade discussions, 

The French reply, which will be of 
considerable length, is described 
quite unofficially as setting forth 
clearly the French Government’s po- 
sition that it cannot, without corre- 
sponding concessions, give to Ameri- 
can imports the same treatment it 
now extends to Germany, England 
and various other countries with 
which France has reciprocal treaties. 
Therefore the French Government is 
ready to enter into negotiations with 
the United States for a, commercial 
agreement on a give and take basis.

Dr. Sven Knudsen, supervisor of 
preparatory schools in Denmark, 
who organized the trip in the inter- 
est of international friendship, said 
at the.Hotel Commodore last night

footk had not made a favorable 
impression. 

“I explained to the spectators that 
football was,a combination of boxin 
and baseball,’’ Dr. Knudsen said.

The reaction to the baseball 
exhibition games was most favora- 
ble, however. At the first contest 
in Copenhagen there were 7,000 spec- 
tators.

Mansion will Be Kept From the 
Wreckers fora, While. in Hope 
of Recovering $15,770 Loan. 


The home of President James 
Monroe, at 95 Crosby Street, was 
sold at auction on one bid of $10,000 
yesterday, after historical societies 
had attempted for fifteen years to 
preserve the old mansion as’ a m<c- 
morial to the fifth President of the 
United States. It was purchased by 
Mrs. Therese D, Browning, who held 
a)mefrtgage of $15,770 on the pfop- 
erty. 

The sale may mark the passing of 
the building into the hands of house- 
wreckers, although it was explained 
on behalf of Mrs. Browning that she 
would retain thé historic property 
for a time in the hope that she might 
receive an offer for its resale that 
would return to’her the money she 
had lost on. it. 

Assemblyman Frederick L. Hack- 
enburg, the referee appointed by the 
Supreme Court to sell the property 
for the Monroe Home Corporation, 
said he did not like the job. °**This 
could never happen abroad,” he said. 
“I’d gladly give my fees and double }o 
them..if some one, would raise. funds 
e reserve the house.’”’ 

te Senator Thomas F. Burchill, 
te auctioneer, made a similar offer. 

The house was erected in 1823 at 
Street, near Lafayette. 
Street, by President Monroe’s son- 
in-law. President Monroe died in 
the house on July 4, 1831. Efforts to 
preserve the bui ding were started in} ry; 
1912, and in 19238 the James*Monroe 
Memorial Association was formed to 
save the house' from being torn 
down. The building was subsequent- 
ly removed to 95 Crosby Street, but 
the change of site resulted in the loss 
of the roof and back wall.

Although the co-authors of ‘The 
Wild Man of Borneo,’’ acted at the 
Bijou last evening, have a good eye 
for what goes well in the theatre, they 
are only spasmodically successful in 
achieving their effects. Given as the 
hero a lovablé and deliciously comic 
old medicine man of the year 1898, a 
delightful array of: subordinate the- 
atrical hangers-on, the billowint oe 
tumes and the soft -s 
nineties, and George Hassell vs tee 
the leading part in his flamboyant 
style--given all this \ picturesque 

equipment. the authors should bring 

a constantly amusing piece. 

But ‘The ld Man of Borneo”’ 
flutters uncertainly through the first 
two acts—sometimes not far from the 
Ground—and only begins to come into 

s own toward the end. The we 
ment of the last fifteen or twenty 
moments does not quite blot out the 
memory of leaden going in the earlier 
scenes. 

Fortunately Mr. Hassell’s ample pro- 
portions and his ingratiating grand 
Manner in comedy fill the stage 
SrouRh, most of the evening. As 
Daniel Thompson he poses in Mrs. 
Marshall’s modest establishment as 
a great actor, as understudy to no 
less a master than Dick Mansfield 
star of “Cyrano.”’” As a matter PS 
fact J. Daniel is a patent medicine 
faker, none too successful in myer 
York, and he spends ie evenin wer 
the Borneo savage in the Hall of 
Living Wonders on Fourteenth Street. 
Skeptics in the boarding house sus- 

ee a.certain florid exuberance in 

rolling style. Eventually he is 
discovered by his daughter and his 
neighbors, rattling the bars of the 

Man’s cage, and not worship- 
ing Roxanne in the moonlight. Seer 
he recoups his fortunes at home 
among his fellow-boarders involves 
an entertaining last act. 

Mr. Hassell plays with bounce. 
Looking very much like the Demo- 
cratic Party’s most invariable can- 
didate for the Presidency, he rolls 
his sonorous periods, charms every 
one with his confidential manner, 
acts all over the broad map of his 
face, and occasionally, to his sudden 
embarrassment, breaks out in the 
glib, scientific, come-on patter of the 
medicine man. To hear the diapa- 
sonic inflection of his raconteur re- 
marks—‘‘The atmosphere Boon one 
of Bohemian good nature’’—or to see 
his professional eye light bs over the 
sales possibilities of a combined eye, 
ear and nose salve and medicated

He is well supported in the cult 
ing. Miss Hull’s futteriie, 52 lible 
landlady, Miss Churchill's innocence 
as , Thompson’ s daughter, Miss Thom- 
as’s portrayal of a nasty little girl, 
Mr. Elliott’s playing of the bright 
young man_are able bits of acting. 
All the others do quite as well. 

Under the circumstances one might 
naturally expect ‘‘The Wild Man of 
Borneo” to fill an evening. with 
steady pleasure. But many of the 
best lines and situations fall flat 
from insufficient preparation in pre- 
ceding scenes. Perhaps, by a para- 
dox, the co-authors are too familiar 
with what goes well in the theatre. 
Perhaps they have so deliberately in- 
serted remarks and gibes that seem 
preordained to sweep across the foot- 
lights that the entire play lacks sym- 
metry. It does not flow pleasantly. 
It does not develop from anything 
inherent in the story or characters. 
It jumps from one theatrical effect 
to the next by a baffling prestidigi- 
tation. In its eagerness to succeed 
by viable conceits it steps on its own 
toes asa play. In consequence ‘‘The 
Wild Man of Borneo”’ is only mildly 
entertaining when it is best.

A SENATOR ON THE SENATE. 


Although the Republican leaders 
of both houses of Congress have ad- 
vised President CoOoLIDGE against 
calling an extra session, he still holds 
the matter under advisement. A 
special reason for convening the Sen- 
ate in October has been urged. By 
thus securing a few weeks before the 
meeting of the regular session in 
December, the contested elections to 
the Senate from Pennsylvania and 
Tilinois could be taken up early and 
got out of the way. But on this 
point Senator CuRTIS of Kansas, Re- 
publican whip in the Senate, ex- 
presses. grave doubts. He bluntly 
declares his belief that it would be 
very hard, if not impossible, to bring 
together a quorum of the Senate in 
October. So many of the Conscript 
Fathers are taking their ease in 
various parts of the world, or apply- 
ing their minds to intensive study of 
public questions in Europe, Asia, 
South America and elsewhere, that 
they could be got to Washington 
only with great difficulty. Even if 
they went in sufficient numbers ‘to 
make a quorum of the Senate, it is 
the sad prediction of Senator CURTIS 
that they would simply make long 
 gpéeches, and filibuster if necessary, 
in order to prevent a decision in the 
cases of Mr. VARE of Pennsylvania 
and Colonel SMiTH of Illinois. If 
this is true, the plan to save time by 
an, extra session of the Senate would 
turn out to be really a plan to waste 
time. 

Lest he be thought unduly pessi- 
mistic about the Senate, Mr. CURTIS 
forecasts a very active and business- 
like session when the next Congress 
meets. The disputed seats in the 
Senate will be quickly awarded; 
measures for flood relief will be 
passed with a minimum of delay; 
tax reduction will glide through so 
rapidly .that .the bystanders can 
hardly perceive it; all the public 
business will be done with the utmost 
dispatch and efficiency. 

The country will believe this when 
it sees it. In Senator CuRTIS’s rosy 
prophecies it detects the excusable 
optimism of a man who nominally 
leads a body which stubbornly re- 
fuses to be led. With so many emi- 
nences in it afflicted with political 
ambition—Senator Moses of. New 
Hampshire has declared that at least 
ninety-five out of the ninety-six 
Senators are candidates for the 
Presidency—and with a still stronger 
desire: in the Senate this ‘year. than 
last to oppose or eviscerate or talk 
to death the recommendations of 
President CooLipGE, the strong prob- 
ability is that the most august 
assembly on -eartn will continue to 
be the most unwilling to speed the 
public business. If Vice President 
DAWEs is so ill-advised as. again to 
exhort the Senate to change its rules 
so that it can act expeditiously, the 
natural effect. will be to make it 
move’ at a slower and more sullen 
pace than before. ;

Yester- 
day’s announcement by the Treasury 
showed that the $250,000,000 had 
been three times oversubscribed, the 
tenders aggregating $1,093,697,000. 

These unexpectedly large cash ap- 
plications for the new five-year 3% 
per cents ought naturally to influ- 
ence the action of holders of still un- 
converted: “Second Liberties.” The 
result has important bearing also on 
the problems of future Government 
financing, which will require offers 
of new Government securities next 
year, for subscription or conversion, 
approaching $2,000,000,000. Its re- 
flection of the underlying condition 
of the American money and invest- 
ment market is obvious. 

The cash application for the new 
3% per cents represents, with one 
exception, the largest oversubscrip- 
tion to any Government obligation 
floated during or since the war. 
The exception was the $200,000,000 
of thirty-year 4 per cents offered 
for cash in December, 1924, when 
$1,460,530,000 was tendered. In the 
case of that subscription, open mar- 
ket money rates were lower. than 
they are today and the interest rate 
of the loan itself higher than now 
by one-half of 1 per cent. In the 
record of United States obligations 
offered before the great war, only 
two resulted in a parallel oversub- 
scription—the 3 per cent. Spanish 
War loan of 1898, in which $200,- 
000,000 was asked and more than 
$1,500,000,000 applied for, and the 
4 per cent. loan of January, 1896, 
of which $100,000,000 was offered 
for the purpose of building up 
the Treasury’s gold reserve and 
of which subscribers asked for 
$568,000,000.

ANOTHER VALLEY OF DECISION. 


It would not surprise Ohio Demo- 


crats if Governor. DONAHEY: should 
decide ‘to run for the, Senate; :.as 
Tammany has been informed that he 
will. Thus far the Governor, has 
made..no statement, .but his State 
press has been full of rumors, the 
only complication being ‘that’ Mr: 
DoNAHEY—like WARREN G. HARDING 
before him and JAMES A. REED now 
—is also being pushed for the Presi- 
dential nomination and some of his 
friends want him to concentrate on 
that. Tammany’s interest lies in the 
fact that if he does not stand for the 
Senate he ig certain to have the Ohio 
delegation to the next National Con- 
vention. If he is already ‘a candidate 
for another .office, a contest for 
Smith delegates can be made, and 
there is much Smith sentiment in 
Ohio. 

Governor DONAHEY is canny. The 
methods he has used to attract and 
hold public favor—he has been 
elected Governor three times—are as 
old as demagogy, but he is person- 
ally honest and politically bold, and 
he happens to be one of those public 
javorites against whose person the 
barbs of ridicule fall blunted: “His 
parts-of speech, his homely..exterior 
and some very rustic grand-standing 
which he has often indulged in have 
sprouted a large crop of jeers and 
jokes in Ohio, but the great mass of 
the people: like him, and he can 
laugh at the secret opposition of the 
managing politicians. If he decides 
to run for Senator against FRANK 
B. WILLIS there probably will be a 
tremble in the leonine roar of that 
distinguished world-wide prohibition- 
ist, for the Governor will give the 
Senator a real race. Mr. WILLIS, too, 
has his Presidential supporters, and 
a not unlikely spectacle is of the 
two leading Senatorial aspirants in 
Ohio coming to the two national con- 
ventions receptive also to the highest 
party. honor. Something like this 
happened in 1920, when Ohio’s Sen- 
ator was nominated by the Repub- 
licans and Ohio's Governor by the 
Democrats. 

“Tt is rumored in State House 
circles,” says a political article in a 
recent issue of an Ohio newspaper, 
“that Governor DONAHEY has de- 
“cided definitely to enter the race 
“for Senator.” Probably Tammany’s 
information is no more conclusive 
than that. But whether final or not, 
it by no means assures an instructed 
Smith delegation from Ohio. 


REMAPPING BAFFIN- LAND. 


Before he sailed to the Arctic Cir- 
cle to explore. the Fox Basin coast 
of Baffin Land, Gr0RGE PALMER 
PUTNAM estimated the area of that 
terra incognita at 300,000 square 
miles, two-thirds of which, he said, 
“not only is unmapped, but literal- 
“ly has never felt the foot of white 
“man.” The east and southeastern 
coast has been fairly well mapped, 
for: Davis. Strait and Baffin Bay are 
accessible enough in the Summer 
months. WILLIAM BAFFIN explored 
the great bay named after him as 
long ago as 1616. A great deal of 
work has since been done by other 
explorers... But interior Baffin Land 
still remains a blank.-.Its geography 
is' mythical, Dr, Boas. reported 
mountains. 8,000 feet high “in; the 
central parts,” but evidently at long 
range, for the Oxford Survey. of the 
British Empire says of his account 
that “ if this is correct the far north- 
‘““ern mountains may surpass the 
“Torngats of Labrador in altitude.” 
Dr. ROBERT BELL, the Canadian geol- 
ogist, “has founc. wide bands of 
“ crystalline’ limestone associated 
“with gneiss” in Baffin Land. It 
is known that away from the coast 
the surface in the .owlands is hum- 
mocky, and that in the south there 
are.two great lakes, perhaps 120 to 
140 miles long, which have been 
named Netteling and Amajuak. Be- 
fore 1914 the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany had established a post at 
Lake Harbor,

ANTIQUITIES OF NEW YORK. 

Centennials like that which Ar- 
nold, Constable & Co. and Hearn are 
now celebrating are often made the 
text for one-sided discourse. The 
northward march of business from 
Front Street to Fortieth Street is 
made to exemplify a rate of city 
growth which amounts to revolution 
and transformation. But such cen- 
tennials testify to survival as well 
as to change. Old names and old 
enterprises testify to a larger per- 
sistence of the past than is common- 
ly assumed. When. a newspaper or 
a financial institution celebrates its 
hundredth anniversary there is a 
pleasant custom of’ printing a list 
of its coevals or seniors in business, 
These are much more numerous 
than one would expect in view of 
the tradition that New York de- 
stroys as it grows. 

New York does. not show anything 
like the number of business houses 
a hundred years old or more of 
which London can boast. But that 
does not precisely measure the rela- 
tive survival ratio in the two cities. 
No doubt we tear down and rebuild 
much faster than people do on the 
Thames, but there is another simple 
factor to account for the difference. 
A hundred years ago London had 
eight times as many inhabitants as 
New York, and presumably com- 
mercial undertakings in proportion. 
Even if London rejected its past as 
rapidly as we have done, it might 
be expected to show from five to ten 
times as many centenarian institu- 
tions. Actually, the swirl of change 
in New York, the tearing down and 
reconstruction, has been most fever- 
ish, not in the oldest New York, but 
in the more recent city. With the 
exception of the Wall Street finan- 
cial district, a greater transforma- 
tion has taken place north of Forty- 
second Street than south. Mayor 
HONE would find it much easier to 
recognize his New York of 100 years 
ago south of Chambers Street than 
a Park Avenue or West End Avenue 
resident of the year 1900 his own 
neighborhood. It is odd to think 
that a hundred years ago Greenwich 
Village was a place of refuge for the 
inhabitants of the plague-stricken 
city of New York. Nevertheless, 
some of the houses on Barclay Street 
from which the fashionables fled are 
still in use as business premises. 
The traveler who strays from Broad- 
way, Nassau and William Streets 
into the narrow streets leading down 
to the East River will experience as 
genuine a sense of antiquity as in 
many parts of old London. 


THE SPANISH ASSEMBLY. 


The National Assembly of Spain, 
convoking which a decree has just 
been signed by King ALFONSO, is to 
be purely a consultative body. It 
will have no legislative powers what- 
ever. Through its committees, or sec- 
tions, it will have the right to exam- 
ine and report on the various plans 
which the Government sees fit to 
submit to it, but it can do no more 
than advise. The Government is to 
retain full right of decision and 
action. Moreover, the Government 
will in effect select more than 
a majority of the 360 members. 
Among them it proposes to appoint 
about 100 members from among the 
liberal professions, and from various 
economic or agrarian societies. The 
total result, according to the official 
repose is that “the Assembly 

“ will be not a rhetorical paling, but 
“an organism for work.” 

For this purpose it will be divided 
into, twenty sections, each with a 
special subject assigned to it. One 
will study the: budget estimates of 
the Government. Another will take 
up the question of laws having to 
do with the qualifications for voting 
and social enactments affecting cor- 
porations,. labor unions, strikes and 
so-on. But the; most important sec- 
tion of all will be the one called 
upon to draft a plan for a Constitu-

THE CONSERVER OF ALL THE 
ARTS: 

On the walls of the.Grand Cen- 
tral Palace hang banners bearing 
the names of those who since the 
invention of printing have done most 
to give it primacy, not only as a 
conserver of all the arts but as the 
art which exercises a greater influ- 
ence in the civilized world than any 
other. The molten types are the 
coin in which nearly all the ex- 
changes of mind with mind, outside 
the most intimate circles of speech, 
are conducted.. The million children 
in New York who today are opening 
their books in the new school year, 
some of them but getting acquainted 
for the first time with the :letters 
in whose myriad permutations the 
literature. of the race has been cast, 
depend largely upon the guidance of 
the printed words for. finding their 
way forward into democracy. With- 
out printing, government by the 
people could flourish only in repub- 
lics so small as to be within reach 
of a'stentor’s voice. 

This art, which sprang in full 
Minervan stature and beauty from 
the shop, of GUTENBERG, has. been 
developed largely through the per- 
fecting of processes and mechanisms 
that make it possible to cover the 
earth with the printed output and 
the reproduction of whatever may be 
pictured by photography in nature 
or painted or drawn by the hand of 
man. Presses that register with 
infinite precision and make possible 
the presentation in faithful colors 
of what the photo-engraver has pre- 
pared, presses that are fed with 
single sheets by automatically con- 
trolled fingers of steel more trust- 
worthy than human hands, are 
among the marvels of the exhibits 
to be seen at the Fourth Educational 
Graphic Arts Exhibition. The printed 
pages shown there would give no 
surprise to ALDUS MANUTIUS, or 
ESTIENNE, or GARAMOND, or JENSON, 
or PLANTIN, or BODONI, or CAXTON, 
or MORRIS, or any others of those 
whose names adorn the banners that 
look down upon these exhibits of 
the art. Rather would they be proud 
to see to what degree their types 
are still used or have been copied 
in modern faces. 

They would be astounded at the 
presses which move as by magic, or 
at the speed with which the molten 
metal becomes a printed page, or at 
the almost instantaneous covering 
of a white sheet of paper with a 
Turner landscape, a Titian portrait 
or a street scene in Imperial Rome 
with as many colors as were in 
Joseph’s coat. Thereis announcement 
of a film on the romance of print- 
ing; but no film can tell the roman- 
tic story so effectively as this ex- 
position of the actual performance 
of the miracles which these machines 
actually perform. These exhibits 
illustrate the renaissance of an art 
whose masters have come to realize 
that in it beauty and utility may 
both be served as by no other art, 
for through it all the other arts may 
speak. King FRANCIS the First is 
pictured as visiting the shop cf 
ESTIENNE, the printer of the six- 
teenth century, because of his inter- 
est in this art. He would be amazed 
if he could see into what wide fields 
it has entered under the patronage 
of democracies.

types of vegetables of Old ‘World 

origin commonly grown here natu- 

rally rouses curiosity as to what the 

American vegetables are and. why 
they should outvalue the others. 

Greatest in quantity, value and suc- 
culence is, of course, corn. Next 
come. the potatoes, both ‘‘Irish’’ and 
sweet. Then come the beans, fol- 
lowed by tomatoes, peppers, pump- 
kins and squash. It is obviously the 
corn and potatoes that give to the 
list of native vegetables a “higher 
value than the foreign ones, for 
among the latter are such favorites 
as onions, beets, carrots and peas, 
spinach, asparagus, cabbage and egg- 
plant, and even watermelon, which 
most Americans have always re- 
garded as a peculiarly’ American 
favorite. 

When to the eight native vege- 
tables are added turkeys (with cran- 
berries, of course), shad and clams, 
all of which are also of American 
origin, it is obvious that our fore- 
fathers and their Indian predecessors 
did not have to go far afield in order 
to fare well. Corn, the favorite, has 
never been socially accepted in Eu- 
rope, although it is grown for fodder 
and meal in Hungary, Rumania and 


parts of Italy. Hence the occasional 
embarrassment of foreign visitors 
when confronted with corn. on the 
cob and unaware that nature’s way 
of eating it is sanctioned even by our 
mistresses of etiquette.

certain to prevent wars between inde- 


-pendent nations as anything can be 


certain in this -world of. uncertainty. 
“"To prove this. let.‘ facts. be submitted 
to a candid world.”’: 

All of these fifty-six nations have 
democratic Governments, stich as the 
Governments: of the ‘United States, 
Bibeveatcheled iy as distin- 
guished from ‘the autocratic Govern- 
ments of Germany, - Austria and 
Russia before the late war. In fact, 
the only autocratic Government in 
the world today is that of Russia. 


Democratic Governments ‘stand for | 


peace. To such an extent is this true 
that never in all history; outside of 
the American Continent, has there 
ever been a war between two nations 
having democratic Governments. In’ 


every instance disputes between such 


nations have been settled by direct 
negotiations or by arbitration. This 
has been true, although in the past 
those nations have been fully armed 
and ready to begin war upon: the in- 
stant, and cach nation’ has firmly be- 
lieved that in such war it would be 
completely victorious. Also such na- 
tions have known thatthe laws of 
neutrality would prevent other na- 
tions from going to the assistance of 
the nation attacked. 

These fifty-six nations have now 
entered into a solemn treaty in which 
they agree that they will respect and 
preserve the territorial integrity and 
existing political independence of the 
members of the League. That this 
treaty will be carried: out in fuil 
good faith does not admit of doybt. 

lfot one of these nations is an out- 
law nation. Not one -f them has ev :r 
violated its-.treaty obligations. Each 
one regards its treaty obligations as 
sacredly as does any law-abiding man 
regard his contract obligations. Then 
again, each nation fully understands 
that in beginning war against: an- 
other nation in disregard of its cove- 
nants under the League it will be 
‘deemed to have committed an act of 
war against all other members of the 
League,’’ which have undertaken to 
immediately subject it to the econom- 
ic boycott and render every possi- 
ble assistance to the nation attacked. 
In addition, under Article 8 of ths 
Covenant the’ nations are really re- 
ducing their armaments ‘‘to the low- 
est point consistent with national 
safety and the enforcement by com- 
mon action of international obliga- 
tions.’’ 

A world of nations having demo- 
cratic Governments is a world at 
peace without wars or even rumors 
of wars. It is a world whose peace is 
as assured as is the ebb and flow 
of the ocean tides. The bringing 
about of this situation is the one 
beneficent result of the World War. 
Indeed, it may very well be that this 
result has made that terrible war 
well worth while.

Engineering Skill Devoted to 
Might Be Applied to Transit. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It seems lamentable that Mr. Rich 
of Verona, N. J., whose frequent let- 
ters in Ture Times on phrenology and 
the Bible and other topics are al- 
ways so instructive and so profound, 
should at last go out of his way to 
criticize the elevator service of this 
city. Of course, what Mr. Rich was 
really writing about was Commis- 
sioner Payne’s thesis that the sky- 
scraper is in no way related to traf- 
fic congestion and the Commission- 
er’s well-taken point that London, 
which has not a single tall building, 
has nevertheless a traffic problem 
worse than ours, 

States. Mr. Rich, somewhat daring- 
ly: “I should be inclined to wager 
that it takes, on the average, just 
about as long to go from one home 
or office to another in New York as 
in London.’’ Then, knowing that the 
skyscraper with its vertical travel 
saves the business man and. others 
from traveling a corresponding or 
greater distance from office to office 
via the surface, Mr. Rich cites ‘‘the 
extensive and irritating delays here 
in waiting for elevators.’’ 

Now, I am not familiar with the 
elevator situation in Verona, but cer- 
tainly such a condition does not exist 
in New York. Obviously, here is a 
field in which America’ has led the 
world, and nowhere can one find a 
more splendid example of engineer- 
ing skill and efficiency than in the 
elevator service of New York’s tall 
buildings. I am afraid that Mr. Rich 
is inclined to be iconoclastic. If we 
could ‘only: take half the engineering 
skill shown in the development of 
the modern elevator and bring it to 
bear on transit difficulties we would 
soon solve our problems, 

What New York is in need of is not 
better elevator service, or even a 
general and illogical condemnation 
of the skyscraper, but simply some 
engineering skill and foresight ap- 
plied to its transit problems. ‘London, 
where. there are no.skyscrapers, and 
where the elevator service ‘is not 
quite as good as it is here, is leading 
the way in this connection at least, 


with a special commission of en- 
gineering and ‘traffic experts ap- 
inted for London by the National 
vernment.

Teachers’ Pay and Schools. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

New York has never failed to re 
spond generously to appeals in times 
of distress caused by calamity. But 
when New York City attacks: the 
school problem it fails to respond 
generously. “Its schools are sure 
passed greatly by its smaller and less 
wealthy neighbors, Paterson, Jersey 
City and Newark. These cities offer 
greater financial reward to teachers, 
which results in better schools for 
the children than those supplied by 
New York City. In these cities the 
teachers’ salary schedules are $500 
higher than in New York City. Pat- 
erson pays teachers in twenty bi- 
monthly payments, while New York 
issues eleven monthly pay checks. 

President Ryan announced last 
June that the Board of Education 
would act promptly on the-teachers’ 
Salary question: which has been be 
fore the State and city authorities 
for three years. But teachers are 
still receiving the same pay as in 
1920, while nearly all other workers 
are receiving double their! pre-war 
wages.

INGENIOUS ‘DEVICES USED 


Hidden in Clothing. Samples. 
Valuable Laces, Silks. and 
Linens Also Got: In. 


GREED LED TO DISCOVERY 


Band Abroad Increased Volume of 
the Shipments, Which. Put 
Federal Agents on Trail. 


An ingenious method whereby 
precious stones, laces, silks and fine 
linens have.been ‘smuggled into this 
country ‘systematically for’a number 
of years, with a loss of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to the Govern- 
ment, has been uncovered at the Ap- 
praisers’ Stores in this city. 

The men engaged in: the scheme 
have headquarters abroad with rep- 
resentatives: here. Agents. of the 
Treasury Department have recovered 
a quantity of smuggled jewelry and 
the: matter. is. scheduled to be laid 
before United States Aftorney Tuttle 
probably today. ° 

The discovery of the plot,’ the steps 
so far taken to combat it and the 
progress of the hunt for the backers, 
described as ‘‘repsonsible’’ business 
men, have all been cloaked in se- 
crecy. Even yesterday when’ some- 
thing of the matter leaked, officials 
remained tight-lipped. 

“An investigation is under way,” 
said F,. J. H. Kracke, Appraiser -of 
the Port, ‘‘and, obviously, I can say 
nothing about it;’’ 

Artfully ‘ constructed devices, in- 
cluding one which a customs veteran 
of thirty years described as the clev- 
erest he had ever encountered, were 
uséd in the scheme. The devices 
were smuggled into this’ country in 
packages of samples, chiefly of suit- 
ings,~-which “are” or ages to enter 
free of duty. ~ 


Greed Led to ‘Undoing: 


Running smoothly, with: no. hiht to 
any one .of ‘its « existence, thé system 
of smuggling went on, the officials 
believe, for at least three years. It 
appeared to be. detection-proof until 
those operating it began to increase 
the volume of goods smuggled. This 
led to their undoing. © 

About three mionths ago jewelers 
end otherg in lines in which the 
smugglers were operating began to 
hear of phenomenal ‘‘bargains’’ to 
the public. They heard of cases 
where Giamonda were sold at a price 
they knew meant an origin either in 
theft or in smuggling: Some mer- 
chants investigated on their own ac 
count and others availed them- 
selves of associations 
which have been formed to ‘reduce 
smuggling ne Dosa ci or by or 

ganized agence ' 

What t inyesti tors learned was 
sufficient to cenvince:them that a 
new power was in‘the‘illicit trade in 
| Saag aga which. there is high duty. 

‘ney placed their suspicions before 
Mr. Kracke, and other Federal offi- 
cers and agents of the Treasury De 
partment were called in. 

The official inquiry. was .minuté and 
wide, .-the -search- going into every 
rook and cranny of the New York 
customs structure. For a long time 
the. searchers were baffled; but con- 
ditions in the trade indicated that the 
flood of; contraband continued un- 
potshe el ol) vais an bs anything, it increased 
in volume. 

; “Trail to Appraisers’ Stores. 

In some manner the investigation 
centralized on’ the: sample room ‘in 
the Appraisers’ ‘Stores. Never, in the 
long and clever chronicles of smug- 
gling history at the Port of New York 
had any customs evader'tried to get 
anything through that room. The 
likelihood of anything going under 
the noses of the experts stationed 
there, coupled with the certainty that 
any discovery of attempts to smuggle 
would result in a quick tracing to the 
shipper of the goods, were. obvious 
and. no one had courted the risks. 

Several .hundred ckages of sam- 

les a week pass through the room. 
They are samples of goods made 
abroad which are sent to this coun- 
try for the use of agents or salesmen. 
They are allowed in without duty on 
the theory that purchases of goods 
abroad will result and the Govern- 
ment will be able to collect :impott 
duties on the purchases. The investi- 
gators found the devices concealed in 
certain sample packages and a check- 
up showed that samples of various 
lines had been going to the addresses 
here for years past. 

The records are still being gone 
over, so that the exact length of 
time the fraud has been in existence 
has not yet been fixed. The opera- 
tives of the Treasury Department 
traced down the addresses. In each 
case they found that the person or 
firm addressed was unknown at the 
address given. The investigators 
have not yet ascertained the method 
whereby the smugglers were able to 
intercept their packages at the fake 
addresses. 


Scheme Amazed Investigators. 


“One of the devices was marvel- 
ous,” said an investigator yester- 
day, “‘but in itself it proved that 
its use had been only for one thing, 
namely, to mislead the customs. An 
amended manifest list was used in 
the scheme, I understand that the 
scheme and the device were ex- 
plained down in. Washington the 
other day and the people down there 
were stunned by the cleverness 
of it.’’ 

It was reported that all efforts to 
trace the senders on the other side 
had failed. The Treasury agents, 
however, acting on iaderomiitent they 
obtained,; swooped down on several 
Re I ee tes end cap.

BROKER IS ACCUSED 


Rudolf Hecht. Is.Charged With 
Failing to Return’ Bonds 
and $14,887 Cash. 


PROTESTS HIS INNOCENCE 


Prisoner Helped’ Float Two German 
Loans Early In War-—Was 
Interned and Paroled. . 


Rudolf Hecht, 46 years old, a 
broker, of 2 East Fifty-sixth Street, 
was locked up yesterday at Police 


Headquarters, charged. with ‘grand 
larceny in the failure to return securi- 
ties and cash’ amounting to $14,887.50 
to Charles Radbrook, superintendent 
of the building at 15 East Sixtieth 
Street. 

Hecht, ‘who was once Vice Presi- 
dent of Chandler & Co., bankers, of 
Philadelphia, and helped float: two 
large loaus for the German Imperial 
Government during the early years of 
the World War,’ protested his’ inno- 
cence, and insisted that he held the 
securities under a brokers’ agreement 
by which he had until the end of the 
month to return them. 

He was arrested at the office of 
Clear & Co., brokers, at 34 Pine 
Street, where he has desk room, by 
Lieutenant August Mayer and Ser- 
geant Grover Brown.’ They: said Rad- 
brook had complained , that ‘ten 
months ago hé turned over to Hecht 
some stock in the Pullman Company, 
some ‘Czechoslovak bonds and’ cash 
amounting to $14°887.50 for’ reinvest- 
ment, and that when several months 
ago he asked for their return Hecht 
had ‘‘put him off.’’ -"The blotter entry 
against Hecht at' Police Headquar- 
ters read that he was charged with 

“grand larceny—conversion. of cash 
and securities for ten months.” He 
will be. arraigned this morning,in the 
Yorkville Court. 

Béyond the statement that he was 
innocent and that:he held:the securi- 
ties .under a brokers’ agreement 
Hecht would not talk. He was well 
dressed and seemed prospérovs, but 
in his pockets the’ police: said-they 
found four, pawn tickets made out.in 
his name for'two rings; a watch.and 
a sticknin,'on which ‘‘hetween $300 
anf $400 had been raised,’’ 

This was the second time he had 
been arrested. On Jan. 31, 1922, he 
was arrested on the complaint of 
Marie. Jenke of -955 College, Avenue. 
the Bronx, who accused him of: grand 
larceny in the failure to return .$3.200 
which she ;said she gave him in two 
checks for the wnurehase. of : stock 
which: she said! she never received. 
He was arraigned in the Tombs Court 
two days later and was discharged, 
Mrs. Jenke saying that there. had 
been a mistake in the making of the 
complaint. 

Hecht i anative of Mannheim. Ger- 
many. He is the son of Felix Hecht, 
a Privy Counselor. .He was edn. 
cated at Heidelherg and .came to; this 
country in 1912,, engaging: ,in. the 
banking business. and becoming a 
member of the firm. of Chandler. & 
Co., which floated two German. loans, 
one of them for $10. 000,000. ‘He was 
a’ friend of. Dr. Heinrich F..Albert, 
financial director of the German Em- 
bassy propaganda ‘here, ‘and ‘with 
other . prominent men -of German 
birth was interned as an enemy.alien 
on July 11, 1917.: He was. sent ‘to 
Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., but later’ was 
paroled. 

He was married in “1915 to Miss 
Marjorie Reckirt of Cincinnati, who 
was said to be wealthy. She divorced 
him in 1924, charging’ that he had 
traveled in a Pullman to ‘Chicago in 
1922 with another woman. Hecht 
agreed ‘to pay his wife $150 a: week 
alimony until her death or remar- 
riage and $45 a week for the sun- 
port ‘of’ their»two children until, 21 
years of age. It was also agreed 
that one-third of any amount in. ex- 
cess of $20,000 yearly earned by 
Hecht was to ’go to his wife. ..Otto 
Kahn was ‘named as arbitrator of 
any dispute which might arise over 
payment of these sums.

IN GOLDSTEIN DEATH 


All Charged With. Murder of 
Youth Who Was Drowned in 
Alleged Insurance Plot. 


ENTER PLEAS OF NOT: GUILTY 


Prosecutor Expects to Start Trial 
Early Next Month—Writ Sought 
to Free Witness. 


An indictment charging Joseph 
Lefkowitz, Irving Rubinzahl and 
Harry Greenberg with murder in the 
first degree was returned yesterday. 
by the Kings County Grand Jury as 
a result'of the drowning in Graves- 
end Bay. of Benjamin’ Goldstein, 22 
years old, the business partner of 
Lefkowitz, on.Aug. 26. The “State 
alleges that Lefkowitz, who was 
named as beneficiary in insurance 

policies totaling $70,000 carried by 
Goldstein, induced’ Greenberg, who is 
18, and Rubinzahl, 20, to lure Gold- 
stein out in a boat and push him into 
the water. 

The accused were arrai 
County Judge Alonzo G. McLaughlin 
and pleaded not eee Lefkowitz 
and Rubinzahl said that they were 
provided with counsel. Greenberg 
said he had not yet retained a law- 

yer. No date was. set for the trial, 
but Assistant District. Attorney Gal- 
lagher, who presented the case ‘to 
the Grand Jury, said that it prob- 
ably would begin the first week in 
October. .. 

The Grand ' Jury voted the indict- 
ment after less than four hours’ con- 
sideration of the case. Among the 
witnesses. heard were Cantor Moses

DETAILS GIVEN APPROVAL 


Tunney’s $1,000,000. and. Demp- 
sey’s $450,000 Contracts. Sanctioned 
—Supporting Bill Named.

CHICAGO, Sept. 13.—Most of the 
preliminary ‘legal details pertaining 
to the championship bout between 
Gene Tunney and Jack Dempsey on 
Sept. 22 were cleared away today 
and all that remains now is for Tex 
Rickard to sell a few more tfckets 
before the two gladiators cifmb into 
the ring. 

The Illinois State Boxing Commis- 
sion met and approved all the sordid 
financial details as devised. by Rick- 
ard, accepted forfeits from George 
Getz, as ostensible. promoter of the 
fight, and placed its approval on a 
list of preliminary fighters. 

At today’s meeting Rickard, or 
rather Getz, was required to deposit 
an insurance policy of $1,000,000. to 
protect the lessors of Soldier: Field 
in case of accidents on the night of 
the fight. Rickard. will be. respon- 
sible for liability claims arising out 
of injuries suffered by spectators in 
case of fire, panic or the collapse 
of the temporary stands. 

As a mere formality the commis- 
sion approved Rickard’s agreement 
to x nney, 
$1,000,000 nt ue ahatlengiek Dewes 
sey, $450,000. Last January in St. 
Louis Rickard signed Tunney to a 
percentage contract under which 
Gene would be paid on a rising scale, 
according to the oy receipts. If the 


gate grossed $3, Gene was to 
get about $1,250,000. 


Old Agreement May Obtain. 


The new agreement deposited with 
the commission today would seem to 
abrogate that St. Louis contract but 
the so-called wise insiders believe 


that. Rickard will pay Tunney his 
million and a quarter if the gate goes 
up to $3,000,000. 

e contract filed today is the re- 
sult of a State law that fighters must 
receive a straight guarantee—the 
direct — of the law in New 
York. onsequently it is believed 
that Rickard is holding the other 
contract up his sleeve, at the same 
time outwardly complying with the 
Illinois law. 

Promoter Getz also posted a forfeit 
of $25,000 for Tunney, $10,000 for 
Dempsey and $18,500 for the prelim- 
inary -fighters, these bonds assurin 
the State against any loss if Rickar 
should fail to live up to his various 
contracts and obligations. Besides 
this, Rickard has posted $1,450,000 in 
a Chicago bank to assure the fighters 
of getting their money. 

After approving these money mat- 
ters and sanctioning the lease of the 
field between Getz and the South 
Park Board, the commission an- 
nounced that it would waive the rule 
requiring fighters to be in the City of 
Chicago five days before the fight. 
As long as the warriors are training 
faithfully near the city limits, the 
solons are satisfied. 


The Preliminary Program. 


And finally, after mopping his over- 

heated brow and taking another 
lugubrious peek at the thermometer, 
Chairman John C. Righeimer an- 
nounced the list of preliminary 
fighters.

The salient facts brought out by 
the diagram are these: 

The ring will be 16 feet square on 
the inside, will be pitched five feet 
high on a spot at about the thirty- 
yard line of the gridiron. Around 


the ring will be four rows of seats|p 


for the working press, the teleg- 
raphers working beneath the ring. 

After that come the ringside seats, 
the first. row of which will contain 
108: chairs. The number of seats to 
a row increases as the rows run 
back from the ring. 

The best seats are found in twelve 
sections,. as follows:.. 

North side of the ring—Sections 49, 
50, 51 and 52. 

East side of, the ring—Sections 54 


and 56. . : 

South side of the ring—Sections 57, 
58, 59 and 60. 

West side of the ring—Sections 53 
and 55.. nea 

On the south side-of the ring the 
seats are spaced four sections deep. 
The southernmost tier of the 


seats are numbered 73, 74, 75 and 76. |’ 


North of the ring the sections are 
three deep, numbered from’ 37 to 42. 

A survey today showed. that 
tators in the topmost seats on the 
south will be more than 550 feet from 
the ring. ‘Those in the $5 seats to 
the no of the stadium will be more 
than 700 feet from the ring.

Contrary to plans, however, Tun- 
ney will not engage in a training 
workout tomorrow afternoon before 
the newspaper men, nor will he en- 
gage in a-workout in private, so far 
as could be learned this afternoon. 
The absence of Tunney from camp 
is causing no alarm here. Nor is his 
cessation of preparatory work. Tun- 


become reconciled to the idea that 
Gene will do as he pleases. The idea 
at the camp is to prevent Tunney 
from getting stale. His decision to 
forego training yesterday and today 
is accepted as wise, even by the 
camp. .

“Gene is in perfect shape now 50 
he doesn’t have to go through much 
more work,’’ said Gibson today. ‘“‘I 
don’t think he’ll work any more than 
two or three days during the rest of 
the campaign, certainly not more 
than three. To work him longer 
would expose him to the danger of 
staleness, and that is what we want 
to avoid. He is in a satisfactory 
state now, eposng and physically, 
and we. must see that he enters the 
ring in this condition. ’ 

“I don’t believe any fighter could 
work with satisfactory results on a 
day like today or yesterday, particu- 
pai 4 a heavyweight. When I talked 
with Gene a short time ago he told 
me to advise the press that he had 
changed his mind about bt Bag, Am 
morrow and would lay idle. is, 
too, is a wise decision, I think. He 
will resume training on Thursday.

GLASS LETTER. .RECALLED|R 


Ex-Secretary of Treasury Is Quoted 
as Upholding in 1919 the Right 
to ‘Fix’ Discount Rates.’

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—Addi- 
tional evidence that Congress will be 
asked to take cognizance of the ac- 
tion of the Federal Reserve Board 
in requiring the Chicago Reserve 
Bank to reduce its rediscount rate 
from 4 to 3% per cent. in the face 
of protests by the bank was given 
here today when announcement was 
made by Senator Fletcher of Flor- 
ida, Democratic member. of the Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency, 
that he would’ demand a Congres- 


sional investigation of: ‘‘usurpation 
of power’’ by Government. boards 
apr bureaus. 

t the same time members of the 
Fedecal Reserve Board, stirred by 
criticisms of Senator Glass of Vir- 
ja to the effect that the board 
had exceeded its powers in prescrib- 
ing a rediscount rate in the Chicago 
case, brought forth a letter written 
by Mr. Glass when he was Secre-: 
tary of the Treasury in: which’ he 
was said.to have upheld the author- 
ity of the board to fix the rediscount 
rates of Reserve banks. 


Fears Domination of Credit. 


Senator Fletcher was a member of 
the Banking and-Currency Commit- 
tee when the bill creating the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board was enacted. The 
bill was referred to that committee. 
He asserted today that the law never 
intended that the board should have 
power arbitrarily to dictate the re- 
discount rates of.any of the Federal 
Reserve banks. 

“If that at of the board passes 
unchallenged b te. ess,”’ he said, 
‘it will mean e Federal Re- 
serve Board will ve the whole 
stem of credit in the United States. 
It will dictate the rates of interest 
for all banks, because the privately 
operated banks will have to follow 
the rates of the Federal Reserve 
banks. 

“The recent action of the Federal 
Reserve Board is only one of a-num- 
ber of bureaus overreaching their 
powers here of late. The whole prop- 
osition needs to be investigated.’’ 


To Fight Farm Board Designates. 


Senator Fletcher also declared that 
he would fight confirmation by the 
Senate of the three new members of 
the Farm Loan Board appointed by 
President Coolidge last Spring. 
“The Treasury Department sent a 
roposed amendment to the Farm 
an Board act to Congress last 
Winter,’’ he said. ‘‘Congress re- 
Almost 
immediately thereafter, President 
Coolidge obtained the resignations of 
Robert A. Cooper of South Carolina, 
Elmer S. Landes of Ohio and Ed- 
ward E. Jones. 
‘In their places he named Eugene 
Meyer, George R. Cooksey and Floyd 
R. Harrison, all members of the War 
Finance Corporation. 
“That act by President Coolidge 
accomplished everything the Treas- 
ury Department had sought in vain 
from Congress. As a result, the 
Farm Loan Board has been handed 
over to a powerful financial com- 
bination.”’ 


Move to Limit Board’s Powers. 


Opinion in favor of Congress limit- 
ing the power of the Federal Reserve 
Board in the matter of rediscount 


rates appears to be crystalizing. 
Senator Fietcher is the third mem- 
ber of the Senate to denounce the 
Board’s action in Chicago in the past 
twenty-four hours. _None of the 
others, however, went so far as.to 
— a Congressional investiga- 
on 

Senator Borah said that the Board 
‘tat least’? violated the intent of the 
law. He recalled that Congress had 
considered giving the Board author- 
ity to fix rediscount rates but had 
deliberately eliminated that authority 
from the biJl. Senator Carter Glass, 
co-author of the law, expressed a 
similar opinion.

He re- 
iterated that he regarded the board 
as distinct from the Executive branch 
of the Government and semi-judicial 
in its functions: He had never com- 
mented upon its actions, and-there- 
fore declined to give an opinion on its 
decision in Chicago:

$41,000,000 Consolidation.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 13.—Con- 
solidation of two of the largest trust 
companies in the city, the West End 
Trust Company and the Real Estate 


Title Insurance and Trust Company, 
with pn ye on resources of about 
$41,000,000, was voted today by the 
directors of the two institutions. 
The merged bank will retain the title 
of West End. Trust Company. 

Under the arrangements approved 
today there will be an exchange of 
stock, share for share alike. The last 
sale of the stock of the Real Estate 
Title Insurance and Trust Company 
was at $500 a share, while the West 
End sold at 392%.

James H. Perkins, President of the 


‘Farmers Loan and Trust. Company,

WOMAN LOST OFF A.LINER. 


Sea Carries Canadian’s Wife Over- 
board From the London Mariner. 
PHILADELFHTA, Sept. 13 ®.— 

Mrs. Cyril H. Mumford of Fair Acres 

Farm, near Hamilton, Ontario, was 

swept overboard from the deck .of 

the British Liner London. Mariner 

Friday while the vessel was en route 


from England to this city. The 
tragedy was disclosed tonight when 
the vessel docked here, bringing a 
tale of a stormy voyage. The hus- 
band and three children of Mrs. 
Mumford, who was 30 years old, were 
aboard. 

Mr. Mumford, a former British 
army officer, was returning with his 
family from a tour of England, Scot- 
land and France when his wife lost 
her life. 

Captain A. A. E. Bailey, in com- 
mand of the ship, which left London 
Sept. 2, said the liner had experi- 
enced unusually rough weather. ‘‘We 
‘were seven days out,’’ said Captain 
Bailey, ‘‘when a gale arose and 
heavy waves struck the ship. Mrs. 
Mumford was on deck when several 
rollers swept over the rails. The 
crew rushed to her aid, but found 
only her scarf where it had been 
pulled fromh er shoulders.”’ 

Every possible effort had been 
made, the Captain said, to recover 
the body, but, he explained, to have 
lowered boats in such as ea only 
would have resulted in additional 
loss of life. 


LAKE CONTROVERSY REVIVES 


Michigan Protests Against Modify- 
ing Chicago Drainage Permit. 


LANSING, Mich., Sept. 13 @).— 
W. W. Potter, Michigan Attorney 
General, today forwarded to Dwight 
Davis, Secretary of War, a protest 
against modification of the present 

ermit to the Chicago sanitary dis- 
frict for the drawing of water from 
Lake Michigan and its diversion 
through the Chicago drainage canal. 

‘‘There is no question,’’ the pro- 
test says, ‘‘but that the diversion 
from Lake Michigan into the upper 
stretches of the Illinois River of a 








stream of water 18% feet deep and 
161 feet wide, carrying a greater vol- 
ume than the three largest inlets of 
Lake Michigan, materially contrib- 
uted to the volume of flood waters 
which discharged into the Missis- 
sippi Valley at the time of the disas- 
trous flood in the Spring of-1927.”’ 

The protest reviews the contentions 
of States interested in the .contro- 
versy, which allege that the opera- 
tion of the drainage canal serves to 
lower the level of the Great Lakes, 
menacing navigation and also works 
to the infery of the rights and prop- 
erty of ada.

Plans were laid to protect the Port 
of New York in:several controversies 
now pending, at the monthly meet- 
ing yesterday of the Shippers’ Con- 
ference of Greater New York. Com- 
mittees were named to represent 
local interests at two hearings to be 
held in Washington by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. It was 
also announced that a conference 
was now being arranged by com- 
mercial groups in the East to pre- 
vent further shifting of trade to the 
Port of New Orleans. 

. H. Chandler, Chairman of the 
conference, said the loss of trade by 
the Port of New York dated back to 
1908, when lower rates were allowed 
for New Orleans to attract ship- 
ments that were ane to New York 
from foreign The differen- 
tiais then 4 Ras had been carried 
much further than was planned, he 
said, and .the result; had been a con- 
stant dropping off of shipments via 
New York. 

A call has been issued to chambers 
of commerce and similar bodies in 
Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
New York and other large Eastern 
cities to discuss means of altering 
the differential. It is hoped to have 
all these groups file complaints with 


y|the Interstate. Commerce Commis- 


sion against the differentials allowed 
to New Orleans. 

The conference. also arranged to 
send a committee to Washington 
Sept. 20 to protest against the peti- 
tion of the Port of Itimore for a 
higher differential of rates as com- 
pared with New York..-. 

Another conflict between New 
York and Baltimore ‘shippers was 
found in a complaint said to have 
been prepared in Baltimore for pres- 
entation to the Shipping Board.
